Of Billy Graham 


BERKELEY, Cal. (RNS)— 
Evangelist Billy Graham's 
“traditional evangelism,” 
which has a -‘‘method and 


message which holds the. 


church in conservatism,” 
stands as a ‘‘danger to the 
kingdom of God,” a National 
Council of Churches official 
said here. 

Dr. Colin W. Williams, par- 
ish and community life direc- 
_ tor in the NCC’s Division of 
Christian Life and Mission, 
made clear as he addressed 
a gathering of American Bap- 
tist ministers that hé was not 
attacking Mr. Graham per- 
sonally but that he had 
serious reservations about the 
evangelist's approach. 

Mr. Graham's -‘‘theological 
misunderstanding of the 
nature of the Gospel,’’, Dr. 
Williams said, ‘‘misleads peo- 
ple and gives them too nar- 
row a view of conversion.” 

He declared that the evan- 
gelist’s message “‘holds the 
church in a,conservative past 
and encourages’ the © ac- 
eceptance of conservative atti- 
tudes in the American culture 
without subjecting them to 
critical examination in. the 
light of the Gospel.” 

The fact that Mr. Graham 
is not*a “‘rouge,"”” the NCC 
executive said, in a sense in-

panelists. 

Among them, ‘Dr. L. 
Doward McBain, a _ pastor 
from Phoenix, Ariz. said that 
while there may be some 
grounds for questioning af Mr. 
Graham's work the evangelist 
basically is performing a 
worthwhile service. 

Dr. McBain added that 
there currently is a ‘‘storm of 
new theology .. . and when 
it’s past in a decadé, some- 
one will again have to teach 
persons to pray.”

FORGIVING A BROTHER | 


This is a real problem now 
as then. Peter asked Jesus, 
“Lord, how oft shall’ my 
brother sih against the, and 
I forgive him? till seven 
times?”’ (Matt. 18:21). Plum- 
mer says, “The man who 
asks such a question really 
does not know what forgive- 
ness means.” 

In this text the a ““broth- 
er” refers to the stian re- 
lationship (cf. Matt. 18:15ff.). 
The rabbis taught that for- 
giveness was to be given 
three times (cf. Amos 1:6). 
So Peter thought that he was 
being generous. Jesus replied, 
“I say not unto thee, Until 
seven times: but, Until seven- 
ty times seven’ (v.22). 

Scholars are disagreed as 
to the exact meaning of 
Jesus’ words. Some hold that 
it means “seventy - seven 
times,’ which is- allowed by 
the language (hebdomekonta- 
kis hepta).

tists. It is symptomatic of 
more basic problems’ and will 
never be settled antit sources 
are confronted and resolved. 
The reat issues can be ex- 
posed in reviewing the affairs 
of church and state. 

Early Christians did not 
seek to become a political 
force in the world nor to be 
aligned with’ existing political 
powers. In due respect, how- 
ever, one must admit that 
these Christians awaited the 
imminent return of the Lord 
and would see no advantage 
to the church in achieving its 
objectives through govern- 
ment assistance. Not until 
323 A. D., when Constantine 
became the Emperor, did 


_Christianity become a poiit- 


ical power identified as a 
state religion.« Robert A. 
Baker says that one of the 
fragedies of history 
when thé‘state ceased perse- 
cuting Christianity and began 
to manipulate it. 
Complex Problem 

The idea of church-state 
separation has become a most 
complex ‘problem. The ab- 
sence of definition is a serious 
hindrance toward solution and 
adoption of standard beliefs. 

By way of defining the prin- 
ciple, some have interpreted 
separation of church and 
state to mean that one 
violates the, Christian consci- 
ence by saluting a national 
taking, an oath of 
allegiance, holding public of- 
fice, using the civil courts or 
serving in the militia. Sepa- 
ration has often been -pro- 
jected literally without quali- 
fication. 

For some Baptists today, 
religious freedom is the only 
facet of the subject attract- 
ing their attention. Historical- 
ly, Baptists in England were 
the first to speak openly on 
behalf of religious freedom 
as they purposed to free reli- 
gion from, government juris- 
diction. In the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony an_ institutional

Man Is A 


Genesis 1:26-31; Psalm 8; 
Matthew 12:1-14; 18:1-14; 
Acts 10:34-35; Hebrews 2:5-9 
By Clifton J. Allen 

We now begin a unit of les- 
sons on “Man in God's Pur- 
pose.’ The doctrine of man 
is. second only in importance 
to the doctrine’ of God. Man 
was made in the likeness of 
God and finds his fulfilment 
and true destiny in a right re-’ 
lationship with God. 

The Lesson Explained 
IN THE LIKENESS OF 
GOD (Gen. 1:26-27) 

Man's origin is the direct 
creation of God: God made 
man in his own image. This 
means that man was created 
a person. He has the faculties 
and capacities of personality— 
powers of thinking, feeling, 
and willing. He is a rational 
being with capacity to make 
responsible choices. Man is, 
therefore, morally competent 
and morally responsible. Man 
is related to God in a unique 
way. He can commune with 
God. He can respond ,to God 
with thought and eve and 
obedience and trust and ado- 
ration and unity of pur- 
pose. Man is like God in that 
‘he is a living soul. His true 
self will not dié: he will live 
on after death. 

OF SUPREME WORTH 
(Matt. 12:9-14) 

Man is more important 
‘than anything else. Jesus de- 
clared that life should be gov- 
erned by mercy, not by rules, 
and that the welfare of man 
should have precedence over 
religious ritual or regulation. 
The occasion for this teaching 
of Jesus was his being in the 
synagogue on the sabbath in 
the presence of a man with a 
withered hand. His enemies 
sought to trap him by asking 
if it were lawful to heal on 
the sabbath. According to 
their teaching, such an act 
was wrong. But Jewish tradi- 
tion allowed exception to the 
rules against labor when 
there was danger of life or 
limb. Jesus called attention to 
this by his question about 
helping a sheep fallen into a 
pit on the sabbath. Of course 


the shéep would be rescued. . 


Jesus’ conclusion. was that it 


was lawful to do good on 
the-sadbath; and mllieretore 
healed the man. A man is of 


incomparably greater value | 
than a sheep. 

Jesus was teaching that 
man is of supreme worth. His 
worth should cause him to be 


given first consideration at - 


all times and in all situations. 
His worth, as a person, is_not 


‘ lessened by his being sick or _ 
handicapped or 


crippled __ or, 


-FOR A HOLY PURPOSE 
(Heb. 2:5-9) z 

Man is a steward. The writ- 
er of Hebrews quotes from 
Psalm 8, which refers to 
God’s charge to man in Gene- 
sis 1. The psalmist declared 
the uniqueness of man as. in- 
‘dicated by God’s*creation and 
God's concern. God is mind- 
ful of him because, he made 
him ‘‘a little lewer than the 
angels’’ — which might be 
translated; “a ‘little “lower ~ 
than God.”’ As the crown and 
glory of’ creation, man has 
dignity and worth beyond 
measure or description. But 
God meant man to be a stew- 
ard, of himself and of the 
things of the earth. 

Man's stewardship cannot 
be automatically fulfilled. His 
dominion over himself and 
the world around him has to 
“be. achieved. God meant for 
man to exercise moral self- 
control. But man has failed 
in his moral and spiritual 
stewardship. Man is achiev- 
ing marvelous dominion over 
the. natural world, but this 
dominion has only increased 
the measure of his moral re- 
sponsibility. To fulfil this 
stewardship, man’s only hope 
is in Jesus—to become a new ‘ 
man, 
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Person 


mony with Christ's view of 
man. This means that our at- 
titudes toward all other per- 
“sons must recognize their dig- 
nity -and worth. This would- 
rule out prejudice, injustice, 
exploitation, anything and ey- 
verything that Would de- 
grade personality or hinder 
another person’s aspiration 
for himself or responsibility 
for himself. Fidelity to a 
Christian view of man would 
make it impossible to insult 
another person, defraud~ an- 
other person, violate another 
person’s chastity, do violence 
to another person, ‘slander. an- 
other person,.or be indiffer- 
ent’ to another person's need. 
“ Man is a morally responsi- 
ble being. — This is some- 
thing inescapable. It is use- 
less to ignore it or deny it. 
Because man is & person, he 
cannot escape moral respon- 
sibility: God has endowed him 
with facuities of reason and 
choice, of discernment and 
evaluation, and has made him 
free. Man, therefore, must 


be responsible for what he : 
he © 


does, for the choices 
makes, and for: his attitudes 
and purposes. This is the 
glory of man. He is a per- 
son! .

_Follow Jesus? His Kingdom First!

‘And he said to another, ‘Follow me.’ But he said, ‘Per- 
mit, me first to go and bury my father.’ But He said to him, 
‘Allow the dead to bury their own dead; but as for you, go 
and proclaim everywhere the kingdom of God.” Luke 9:59, 
60 NASB) = 

These words seem harsh. But the demands that Jesus 
makes for discipleship always seem harsh. 
Jesus in Matthew 10:37 has said, ‘‘He who 
loves father or mother more than.me is 
not worthy of me; and. he who loves son 
or daughter more than me is not worthy 
‘ of me.”’ Jesus and his kingdom are to be 

: first in the lives of followers. Absolute pri- 
™ ority for the kingdom is the demand that 

is made. 
2 The man who pled that he might first 

2 be permitted to bury his father was plead- 
ing for a delay before he began his discipleship. For him there 
was something more important, something that came before 
following Jesus. : 

Most New Testament scholars agree that this ‘man’s 
father was not dead. The man was asking that he might fol- 
low the custom, the tradition of his people, of remaining at 
home until his father had died. He then would carry out the 
duty, assigned to him by tradition and custom, of, burying 
his father, of dividing the inheritance among the heirs, then 
he would be*free to follow,Jesus. 

With this explanation the harshness of Jesus’ reply, to 
let the dead bury their own dead, disappears, but the de- 
mand for absolute priority for the kingdom becomes more 
pronounced. Jesus said let the spiritually dead bury the dead 
physically. Let the spiritually dead follow their old customs 
and beliefs ‘‘but as for you, go and proclaim everywhere the 
kingdom of God."’ Jesus said those who have become alive 
in Him, those who have been born again; to these the old 
customes and traditions that once were so binding are re- 
placed by--a way of life that has priority over everything. 
The new priority is the proclamation of the kingdom of God. 
We are to proclaim him in our living, in our words and deeds. 

Here we see aiso the urgency for the proclamation of the 


kingdom. Jesus saves us so that we may be proclaimers. Our ~ 


world is enamoured with sin and Jesus is the remedy. It 
is our first duty to proclaim Him and His kingdom, 

True. followers of Jesus give his kingdom absolute pri- 
ority. The old ways of life for them are abandoned and the 
new way of righteousness and love is heralded.
